The concern of active LA, med- 


ical growps continues long after 


the unwarranted raids by the LAPD 


on the offices of the Black Panther 
Party on December 6, 190%, 


Arrested Panthers have been vic= 
tims of medical abuse which has 
endangered their bealth and denied 


thelr basic rights to receive med- 
beal treatment, These practices are 
by no means reserved solely for 
members of the Slack Panther 
Party, although the treatment they 
receive is often much more severe 
than that reserved for other prie 
sonrra, 

There (s increasing evidence that 
an investigation la needed in order 
to insure that dll prilaonera re= 
ceive prompt and adequate med- 
ica) treatment, This ta thelr right 
and not 4 privilege which must 
be carned,
